Smolnik controls the

"lu the Brule forest, we captured a

south, the stamping out of human 
plague on the Pacific coast, and this is 
but a beginning. 
Parallel 'with this 


greatly increased work in preventive 
lines there has been a lessening of drug 
medication. That is not to say physi 
cians have discarded drugs. They have 
not. and some are as wedded to drugs as 
ever. But among the more intelligent 
there is a gradually lessening depend- 
ence upon drugs and a gradually in- 
creasing dependence 
upon physical 


methods—diet and hygiene. — Dietetic 
and Ilygieuic Gazette.

act,

to its being put into operation, it is not 
customary to recite the whole of the 
statute, which is rather a lou« one, 
but 


only the following proclamation, which 
it. contains: "Our sovereign lord the 
king chargeth and commaiuleth all per- 
sons being assembled immediately to 
disperse themselves and peaceably to 
depart to their habitations or to their 
lawful business upon tho pains con- 
tained in the act made in the tlrst year 
of King George for preventing tumults 
and riotous assemblies. God save the 
king!" 


Lincoln's Book Friends, 


A few fine books, well known, like a 


few fine friends, are worth more than 
many mere acquaintances. The Bible, 
'Aesop's Fables," "Robinson Crusoe" 
and ''Pilgrim's Progress" were Lin- 
coln's real friends.., He used to lie* on 
the floor and laugh over the ''Arabian 
Nights."

southern state. Twenty drops of car- 
bolic acid put on a hot shovel or other 
hat iron create a vapor that kills flies, 
making a simple and effective remedy. 


Another remedy which for all pur- 


poses probably has no equal is a so- 
lution of a teaspoonful of formalde- 
hyde and sweetened water in an open 
dish. This mixture should not be 
placed within the reach of children. 
Sticky fly paper, fly traps and -wire 
paddles, or swatters, help to lessen the 
number of the pests. 


The swatter is expected to play a big 


part in the warfare on the insects this 
summer, as it is indorsed by all the 
municipal health boards which have 
considered the problem of how to elim- 
inate the disease spreaders. 


What this device is capable of ac 


complishing can be appreciated when 


vone takes into consideration the won 
flerful reproductive capacity of the fly. 
It takes ten or twelve days for the 
fly's eggs to develop, which means tha 
a dozen generations can bs born in a 
single season.

Unction of the fly tribe, for the only 
way to exterminate the pests is to de 
Btroy their feeding and 
brceulng 


places, but if used to any extent they 
will prevent the development of tril 
lions of the insects during the course 
of a season.
